the care packages that are being sent out, there is a need 
for safe entertainment for the troops stationed overseas. 

Operation DVD provides safe entertainment for 
our military men and women which is a concept that is 
difficult at best for American soldiers, sailors, airmen 
and marines in Iraq and Afghanistan. As a matter of fact, 
even baseball and softball games are no longer possible 
in many areas because of the risks of snipers, mines, and 
other terrorist activities. 

As such, libraries of DVDs are being established 
at all military bases, most of which have a reinforced 
recreation room equipped with a television and DVD 
player. The goal of Operation DVD is to ultimately have 
a selection of 200 to 250 titles in rotation at each base. All 
films are acceptable, but DVDs of a sensitive nature (such 
as those portraying the killing of Muslims) are removed. 
Children's movies are distributed stateside through the 
Family Readiness Groups of the National Guard to the 
children of families with a parent currently serving in the 
armed forces. 

According to correspondence from SSG David 
Vance, "DVDs are definitely the number one form of 
entertainment over here."

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Tuesday, December 
11 at 7:00 pm by Chairman Raymond H. Andrews. Also 
present were Selectman Stephen J. Lombard, Select- 
man Jordan C. Collyer, Town Administrator Michael J. 
Botelho, and Assistant to the Town Administrator Melody 
Pacheco. 

The board first voted to approve the minutes of

sanitary needs (of residents). Do you feel it is appropri- 
ate to reconsider your vote when you decided you didn't 
want to extend the water main?'' 

"I think here the option is real clear/' Mr. Cum- 
mings said. 

"(The developer) did say it would cost some 
$300,000 more to do the water (main) route than to do the 
individual wells," Mr. Kunz said. "I talked to the partners 
and told them we would be talking to the Board of Select- 
men. We told them you (might) reconsider the option. It 
would be a much better project if it had town water, in 
my consideration." 

"It's in the best interest of the town to have it 
connected to (town) water," Mr. Cummings agreed. "It 
provides a safer solution for the people living there. (Hav- 
ing individual wells) is just not in the best interest of the 
community." 

"The issue in my mind is that with these wells for 
each condo so close together, the potential for failure is 
greater and the difficulty in supplying an alternate water 
supply for the residents ... would fall back on the town," 
Mr. Kunz said. 

Mr. LaCamera suggested that if they vote to re- 
consider allowing the water line installation, they should 
require the developers to contribute into a water develop- 
ment fund to offset future expenses. 

"We haven't fully addressed the water line con- 
cerns in our (intermunicipal agreement) with the Town

of Marion/' Chairman Morse noted. "If we're going to be 
allowing people to connect to the water line and charge 
betterments, we'll need (approval) of Marion Town Meet- 
ing/' 

"It sounds like there's some questions we haven't 
dealt with in terms of policy," Selectman McGaffey said. 

"We do need permission from Marion ... and 
that's one of the things we need to renegotiate under the 
intermunicipal agreement," Mr. LaCamera said. "The 
other thing we need to address is the rate structure." 

"The bottom line is: is this developer going to 
withdraw his project if he doesn't get town-supplied wa- 
ter?" Selectman Nunes asked. 

Mr. Cummings said the project will move for- 
ward either way — with the water line or individual wells 
servicing the condo units as now proposed. 

"I would call this a safety issue and eventually it's 
going to become an issue with the Board of Health," he 
added. 

"I understand the project, I just have questions 
with the way our (agreement) is set up with Marion," 
Chairman Morse said. 

"Because this is a Special Permit, the ... by-law 
requires that he have a set of utilities," Mr. Kunz said. 

With that, the board voted 2 to 1 to reconsider 
allowing the developer of the New Bedford Road project 
to tie into the town's water line, with Selectman Morse in 
sole opposition. Approval, however, is contingent upon

the condition that the Town of Marion allows them to tie 
into the water line. 

"We need to know what we can and cannot do 
under the existing intermunicipal water agreement/' Mr. 
LaCamera said. 

"I think we're kind of backing into building a 
water supply for the Town of Rochester/' Selectman Mc- 
Gaffey said. "We should not be building it piece-by-piece 
based on individual requests from developers." 

The board next met with Fred LaFrance to review 
his request for a Class II used car license renewal. 

"We just have some issues with the number of 
cars you have onsite/' Chairman Morse said. "I guess you 
have something like 75 cars onsite. What's a workable 
number for inventory on that site?" 

"I'd say 50 (cars)/' Mr. LaFrance said. 

Since the proprietor is working toward reducing 
his inventory, the board agreed to approve his current 
license with a 75-car limit and would reduce it to just 50 
cars next year. 

The board also met with Charles Nunes to review 
his Class II license renewal for an establishment on Ryder 
Road. 

"I have about 35 cars (onsite)/' Mr. Nunes said. 

"I think our concern was the junk cars out back 
and buses ... onsite/' Chairman Morse said, noting that 
state law only allows three unregistered vehicles onsite if 
they don't fall under the used car license inventory. 

The board agreed to grant a temporary 90-day 
license with the stipulation that these additional vehicles 
be removed from the property within that timeframe.

Marion Postcard Book 

Publication is right around the corner for Sip- 
pican Historical and Preservation Society (SHPS) Curator 
Pete Smith's wonderful book, A Picture Postcard History of 
Marion. Several years in development, the book chronicles 
the growth and changes in the town, as recorded on post- 
cards during the late nineteenth and early twentieth cen- 
turies. Before telephones became commonplace, postcards 
were the cheapest, fastest modes of long-distance commu- 
nication. Eventually, the postcards from that era became 
collectibles, some for their historical relevance and others 
for their visual appeal.

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La Comedie de la Mort {The Comedy of Death), published in 
1838. The songs, which will be sung by SCCMS mezzo- 
soprano Rachel Lewis, tell of the vagaries of love and 
suggest in tender and feeling ways the hope, longing and 
melancholy we all associate with romance. 

Claude Debussy's String Quartet in G minor, 
Of. 10, an early work, is justly admired for its sensuous- 
ness and for the lovely ways in which the composer plays 
with repetitions and echoes, traits that characterize his 
mature style. Debussy, who referred to himself as a "mu- 
sicien francais,'' typifies the gallic approach to music that 
is nonetheless clearly stamped with his personal approach 
and magic touch. 

Albert Roussel may not yet be a household name, 
but for the French themselves he is truly a master of 20th 
century music. In Les Joueurs de flute, audiences will hear 
one of his best-known pieces, one that might be described 
as a tribute to the flute, his favorite instrument.

anglais and strings, written in 1970 (Francaix died in 1997), 
will showcase Francaix's witty and elegant style and will 
remind audiences of that great French love of the Neoclas- 
sical that seems so apparent in all the arts, from the drama 
of Jean Racine to the stylistic flourishes of the Napoleonic 
era, to the paintings of David and Ingres.

Pulling Strings

The Kite Runner, Starring Khalid Abdalla and Homayoun 
Ershadi. Directed by Marc Forster. Running time: 122 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

About half an hour into The Kite Runner, it comes — a terrific battle 
of kites in the skies of Kabul, swooping at each other like fighter jets, 
snipping one another's strings as the gathered crowds bellow with 
excitement. Everywhere you look, kids are on rooftops or in the streets, 
in pairs, one holding the spool, the other manipulating the kite like an 
angler trying to land a big, flapping fish. It's a truly magical sequence. 
Not long after that, one of the boys is cornered in an alley and raped. 
So much for magic. The Kite Runner, based on Khaled Hosseini's book- 
discussion-group phenomenon, is a thin and melodramatic epic whose 
emotional charge derives almost entirely from the performance of Ahmad 
Khan Mahmidzada, who plays the boy in peril, Hassan. 

Hassan works as a servant to young Amir (Zekiria Ebrahimi), whose 
father, known only to us as Baba (Homayoun Ershadi), has retained 
Hassan's father's services also. The boys are close friends, moving in 
tandem through the streets of Kabul circa 1978. Though Hassan is not 
particularly big, he protects Amir from bullies, including the trio who 
eventually assault Hassan. Too afraid to intervene. Amir hides and looks 
on, then runs away. Amir's guilt is such that he can't look at Hassan 
without being reminded of his own cowardice, so he does odd, cruel 
things to Hassan. 

All of that isn't bad, though indebted to films like Louis Malle's Au 
Revoir, Les Enfants and Roland Joffe's The Killing Fields — ah, the torments 
of the higher-class weakling who lacks the stones to save his lower-class 
friend. But The Kite Runner is the story of how the grown Amir (Khalid 
Abdalla), now a successful writer in America, delves back into the lion's 
den of Kabul under Taliban rule to rescue Hassan's son from — you 
guessed it — the same sexual sadist who raped Hassan years before. Oh, 
it's a tearjerker; the usual people who fall for this stuff will be crestfallen. 
I stopped believing in it soon after it became clear that Hassan, despite 
Mahmidzada's brave and emotionally transparent pef ormance, is a plaster 




saint allowed no traces of complexity or even resentment at the friend 
who abandoned him. 

Bargaining to take Hassan's son Sohrab home to America, Amir is 
told to leave, whereupon he intones, ''Not without Sohrab." I hear a bit 
of Not Without My Daughter there — another well-meaning film that casts 
Arabs as brutal savages, except, of course, for the sensitive, intellectual 
ones. In short, the Westernized ones. The Kite Runner does romanticize 
pre-Soviet and pre-Taliban Kabul, but only as a larger metaphor for 
how people like Amir ran away from it — just like he ran from Hassan! 
— leaving it to the warriors and rapists. Amir is called back to Kabul as 
a chance "to be good again" — i.e., to redeem his manhood and preserve 
what little innocence is left in Kabul. 

Along the way, there's a wedding and a funeral, within the same 
five minutes of screen time. There's something here to jerk everyone's 
tears, except those of us who've seen it before in other variations. As 
adapted by director Marc Forster and scripter David Benioff, The Kite 
Runner comes off as the simplistic Oprah-approved gush it always was, 
and heroic wish fulfillment for a Kabul-born author who's made millions 
off of the pain of his countrymen. (Khaled Hosseini left Kabul with his 
family before any of the bad stuff went down.) What's worse, the two 
boy actors were forced to flee Afghanistan for fear of reprisals over the 
rape scene; Paramount Vantage, the film's distributor, got to play Amir 
and rescue the boys from the savages. Hollywood — and perhaps the 
Oscars too, I fear — will grab at any chance to "be good again."
